The present invention concerns a synergetic fungicide mixture 
of a t riazolopyr imidine derivate (I) and chlorothalonil (II), 

Dl describes similar compositions^ however compound (I) is 
replaced by an analog. D2 describes compound (I) together with 
analogs thereof and mentions (II) as a possible mixture 
partner in a list, although the claimed combination is not 
specifically disclosed as such, and there is no clear teaching 
associated with such a combination. Thus, the present 
application meets requirements of PCT Article 33(2) because 
the subject matter of claims 1-10 is novel in r-elation to the 
prior art defined in the Implementation Regulations (PCT Rule 
64 .
